Suicide of Tuo>. A. He», of PnlladelpUla.. 


At an early, hour on last Sunday morning; 


Thomas A. Rea, of Philadelphia, committed 
suicide on Pond street, by shooting himself. 
Shortly after the 2.40 train arrived iu Bris- 
tol Policeman Fallon heard (he report of a 
revolver. He called the attention of Thomas 
Clare, tlie galemau at the Mill stieet crobs- 
ing, to it and while speaking lo him another 
shot was heard. 


The policeman searched along the railroad 


truck and over in the yard of the Railroad 
House, but could see no trace of anyone and 
supposed the shots had been fired by some 
homeward bound revelers. 


About an hour afterward a woman named 


Hill saw the body of a man lying on the 
pavement adjoining the residence of E. W. 
Minster, but supposed he was drunk, and 
told Charles R. Thompson, who was going 
to the station after the morning papers, to 
look out and not lun over the man. Thomp- 
son saw the body lying face downward as he 
passed and notified Policeman Fallon, who, 
upon investigation, found (lie man dead. 
JMood and brains were oozing from back of 
the right ear and a revotVer~*'waV looTely" 
held in his right hand. 


Deputy Coroner William J. Brennan was 


at once sent for and ho made an examina- 
tion of the body. H was that of a man about 
55 years old. 
lie wore an iron gray mous- 


tache and his head was bald in front. 
He 


was dressed in a black diagonal cutaway 
suit. A memorandum book in his coal, pocket 
bore the name of Rca and bis clotbing was 
marked with the initial R. The only clue 
to the man's identity was a bottle containing 
a prescription filled by Dr. C. H. Dwyer, 
1500 Montgomery avenue, Philadelphia. 


Deputy Brennan went to Philadelphia 


and visited tbe druggist, who identified the 
bottle as one he filled for Thomas Rea, of 
1427 Montgomery avenue. 
The Deputy 


Coioner then called at that address and 
found that Rca hiid just sent a letter from 
Newark, N. J., saying that he would send 
for his clothing on Monday. The letter 
plainly showed be contemplated suicide. 


Bristol later in the day and identified the 
dead man as llea. 


Rea, he said, was a civil engineer, who 


had lived at CO New York avenue, Newark, 
and was, he believed, a member of Walter 
S. Newhall Post, Grand 
of the Re- 


public. 
He has been separated from his 


wife in Newark, for some time. 
There was 


only a one dollar bill and five cents in 
change in the dead man's pocket, together 
with a boJ containing three spare tliirty- 
cight calibre caitridges. 


Dr. Dwyer said Heo, had been in ill

Dead-Line" In the Ministry. 


1.1 but always interesting sub- 


jfilot tft. discussion in religious circles is' the 
question as to the age at which it may be, 
said Jmt a preacher's usefulness if about 
over, or, iu other words, where is the "dead- 
line" in a pastor's life? 
In general the dif- 


ficulty is admitted of fixing any arbitrary 
limit of this kind or even an approximation 
to it, and many deny that there is any such 
"line" to be drawn. The subject has been 
brought up again by a statement made in a 
prominent quarter recently that as a gen- 
eral rule a preacher's day of usefulness i.s 
over at the age of fifty. Commenting on 
this statement, Tho Christian Intelligencer 
says that iu the Webt ''such wabling folly in 
Israel has given way to a healthier senti- 
ment, and men of experience arid matured 
powers are at a premium." 
The Evangeli- 


cal Messenger says that if there is auch a 
thing as a "dead-line" the way to avoid it 
is for the preachers to keep ''read up" in 
the best and latest literature of their profes- 
sion, and that in older that they may do 
this tlie people must see that "living" sala- 


"The people who want a preacher to do 


without books ought themselves be compelled 
to do without tools and implements. If they 
want him to get along with the books of 
thirty years ago they ought to be compelled 
to do their work with the tools of thirty 
years age. 
If they need money for tools 


and implements, the pastor needs money to 
get his tools. Books are to the minister, 
roughly speaking, what implements are to 
tne farmer or mechanic, and they are more, 
they are his intellectual storehouse, his base 
of mental supplies. 
Every minister ought 


to have from fifty to one hundred dollars 
every year to invest in books, if they are to 
keep from the 'dead-line.' "

everything that he could spare among his 
scanty effects and by this means obtained 
enough money to maintain himself for a 
year at the University of Pennsylvania. 
At 


the end of that time, however, he was abso- 
lutely destitute. How to carry on his 
studies he did not know, but finally it 
occurred to him that there were a great 
many little Hebrew children iu the lower 
section of the city who had not enough 
knowledge of the English language to enable 
them to attend the public schools. 
If they 


could be taught to understand the English 
speakiug teachers then they would have such 
a start that they might attend the public 
schools with profit. 


He knew that he was perfectly competent 


to teach these children and lie went to a 
member of the board of education in the 
section referred to and laid the matter be- 
fore him, with the result that he was em- 
ployed at two dollars per night. • This was 
the opportunity he needed and by this work 
he was enabled to pursue his own studies 
during the day and in due course of time he 
was graduated 
and became a 
full-fledged 


physician. 
Then came the struggle for a 


practice which would afford Mm a living. 
He was well high discouraged when one day 
an old practioner who had watched the 
young man's struggle 
came to him and 


wanted him to go to a neighboring city to 
attend a patient who was troubled with a 
nervous disease and required an attendant. 
He accepted the position and in a short 
time was allowed certain hours when he 
might attend to his private practice. 
He 


has improved every opportunity and has 
become a proficient physician. 
His patient 


is soon going abroad and he will take the 
young Russian with him. While the patient 
is enjoying himself in one of the chief 
•European cities the doctor will pursue his 
studies with eminent European professors 
and thus continue his successful career.

Tho 
hupport of tho general government could 
probably be enlisted, owing to tho military 
and naval aspect of tho canal. It would al- 
low light draft gunboats to go from Now 
York to tho lakes, or vice versa, and on to 
the Mississippi by tlio Chicago canal. 
Oanada has spent $75,000,000 for canals 
which directly threaten our trado, and 
t heir importance in cose of war would ire 
emphasized by our own lack of correspond- 
ing facilities. — Portland Oregonian.

What the ProKecatlon HSR In Store For 


the Alleged Poisoner. 


From the wording of tho bill of Indict- 


ment, ngninst H. H. Holmes it is evident 
that tho prosocittion lins something up Its 
sleeve that tho public little dreams of. It 
Is charged that Hobnes did give Pltozel 
"one mortal wound," of which wound

Just what testimony will be produced 


for the prosecution only a few persons 
know, but It IB said thnt the district at- 
torney can prove that Pitozcl was poi- 
soned and that the burns on his face and 
body woro made after death. The connect- 
ing of Holmes with tho cause of Pitezol's 
death will bo largely circumstantial, but 
tho evidence, such as it is, is sufficiently 
direct, it is said, to put the prisoner in a 
perilous position before the jury. 


Just whon tho trial will commence no 


ono knows as yet, but it will probably bo 
somci time during October. 


An Indictment also hangs over Holmes 


in Indianapolis, charging him with the 
murder of Howard Pitozol in Irvington, a 
suburb of that city, in October last. 
Should Holmes bo acquitted in this city of 
the inarder of Benjamin .Pitozol he can be 
taken to Indianapolis and tried on the 
charge of killing Pitezol's little son, How- 
ard. Failing In a conviction there, the 
Toronto authorities have a case against 
him for tho mnrdor of tha two Pltezel 
girls, Alice and Nellie. — Philadelphia 
Lodger.

The mileage of linon 
making returns of their share capital and 
funded and floating debts was 178,119, an 
Increase of 2,612 miles. 
The sharo capital 


corresponding to the mileage completed lit 
tho end of tho year was $5,076,62(1,070, a 
decrease as compared with tho reports of 
tho previous year of ($4, 408, 834. The fund- 
ed debts aggregated $5, (ib'5, 784,249, an in- 
crease of *«5, 441, 830. Tho other forms of 
Indebtedness equaled $388,5C7,2!)2, a de- 
crease of £80,704,271, 


Tho tonnage moved equaled 675,129,747 


tons, and tho earnings therefrom woro 
1700,477,409, equal to 0.861 cent per ton 
per mile. In 1884 tho average rate per 
ton per mile was 1.125 couth. In that 
year dividends amounting to ?94,414,- 
886 were paid to stockholders on a 
mileage of 126,162 miles, while last 
year only 186,278,669 was paid In div- 
idends on a mileage of 178,119 miles. 
In 


1884 there wore 00,248 miles of road JuKl 
wltli_accel rails, agu.instj.97, 653 last year, 
as reported in the manual.

much of downright hard work goes to tne 
understanding of language. If we are tc 
judge by the effort required, wo might say 
that tho child does as much in deciphering 
his mother tongue as an oriental scholai 
in deciphering a system of hieroglyphics. 
Just think, for example, how many care- 
ful comparisons the small child brain has 
to carry out — comparisons in tho several 
uses of tho word by others in varying cir- 
cumstances — before ho can get anything 
approaching to a clear idea, answering 
even to such seemingly simple words as 
"clean," "old," or "clover." The way in 
which inquiring children plague us with 
questions of the form "what does such and 
such a word moan,?" sufficiently shows 
how much thought activity goes in the 
trying to got at meanings. This difficulty, 
moreover, persists, reappearing in new 
forms as the child pushes his way onward 
into the more tangled tracts of the lingual 
ascent. It is felt, and felt keenly, too, 
when most of tho torments of articulation 
are over and forgotten. 


Many of us can remember how certain 


words haunted us as uncanny forms, into 
the nature of which we tried hard but in 
vain to penetrate. A child will even go 
further, and, prying into the forms of gen- 
der, create an explanatory myth which 
"ihay'aimly- reflect tKo"aUm'e1nt-rayn»"tir 
peoples which lay at the root of these dis- 
tinctions of gender. 
Thus a little boy, 


aged 5 years and 8 mouths, who had 
learned German and Italian, as well as 
English, was much troubled about the 
gender of the sun and moon. So he set 
about inythmaking on this wise, "I sup- 
pose people think the sun is the husband, 
tho moon is the wife, and all tho stars the 
little children, and Jupiter the maid."—

SHE IS PETRIFIED AND IS THE DEITY 


OF A TRIBE OF INDIANS. 


A Seattle Man Saw Her When Cruising 


Around Prince of Wales Inland—Pro- 
posed to (Jo Back After Her—Stono Queon 
Bald to I!fi Fonr Hundred Years Old. 


A curious tale is told by passengers ar- 


rived from Alaska on the steamer City of 
Topeka of the discovery made by one of 
their number, a Seattle man named I3ren- 
nan, on .Prince of Wales island. 


Brrnnan went north some time ago with 


a small sloop laden with miscellaneous 
cargo, on which ho realized a good profit, 
trading among tho natives of tho northern 
coast It wa,s on this expedition he chanced. 
to visit one of the least accessible villages 
of tint isolated tribes on Prince of Wales 
island, and wl^Ie thoro to see the mysteri- 
ous divinity that is supposed to keep watch 
and ward over tho tribe, a former priestess 
or quoen who by some rare action of the 
peculiar soil in which her burial placewas 
made turned not into dust, but into solid 
stone. 


Years later tho rude grave was uncover- 


ed by chance, aud the petrified body was 
found. 
The natives hailed It as an omen 


of good that tho body should have been 
preserved, and carefully exhuming it en- 
throned it in a place of honor iu the vil- 
lage, tho idol so rescued boing ever since 
more honored than the oldest totem. 


Bri'iman claims to be tho first white 


man to seethe statue, but so far from feel- 
ing awe or being moved to adoration ho at 
once realized that if it could bo safely 
transported to the United States it would 
bo worth a mint of, money for exhibition 
purposes. 
Tho petrified woman, accord- 


Ing to his account, stands as though fro- 
zen into granite while in the act of direct- 
ing some important movement of her sub- 
jects. 
The features as well as tho limbs 


are oloarly denned, as though life was still 
In tho body, and the whole aspect of the 
stranstely preserved body is almost regal, 
although the goddess was mistress only of 
n savage tribe. 


So niuoli did the commercial value of 


tho image impress tho shrewd trader that 
a few words incautiously dropped partially 
revealed his mind to tho tribe, with tho re- 
sult that he was obliged to take to his 
sloop and sail out into a thickening storm 
in order to save his life. He has now sold 
his sloop and with tho proceeds of tho sale, 
added to tho profits of his cruise, he pro- 
poses to purchase a fast steam launch with 
which to return and boldly abduct the un- 
canny deity. He does not ask financial 
assistance in the undertaking and refuses 
all proffers of partnership In the enter- 
prise, thereby clearing himself of the im- 
putation of fraud, the stone man fake hav- 
ing been pretty thoroughly worked out 
years ago. 


According to present arrangements, ho 


will buy his launch on Puget sound and 
return aci quickly as possible fco Prinoo of 
Wales island, waiting his opportunity to 
{and, seize the Idol and escape before the 
natives can discover his presence and frus- 
trate his plan. 
Tho "stone queen''has, 


according to tho talcs of the tribe, watched 
silently ovor their declining fortunes for 
upward of four centuries.—San Francisco 
Examiner.

AGRICULTURAL ANTS 


THE WELL KEPT FARMS OF INSECTS 


IN TEXAS AND MEXICO. 


They Plant Fields of Grain and Reap Their 


Harvests Kcgularly—Wonderful Intelli- 
gence—Females Do All the Work, While 
Males Just Loaf Around. 


PirifnHHOT \V. J. MuGo« of ilio povara- 


rjnout sciontlflc corps recently puicl a visit 
to come very remarkublu {armors in Sone- 
ra, Moxico. 
Those lire tho so called afp-i- 


cultural ants, which plant fleklH of grain 
and regularly harvest thoir crops. 
Upon 


tho latter they depend wholly for food. In 
fact, if tho crops should fail, they would 
perish of famine. 
On tho other hand, the 


cereals which they grow have been special- 
ized Ijy cultivation, like 1 lie wheat and rice 
of tho human husbandman, and would 
quickly disappear if the attention of the 
Insects was withdrawn. 


Tho fields of the farmer ants cover scored 


of square miles iu Souora, a large part of 
which is quite densely populated by them. 
Tho homo of a colony is marked ordinarily 
by a circular clearing from 6 to 30 feet in 
diameter, on which nothing ia permitted 
to grow. 
This serves as a sort of parade 


aud exorcise ground. Around the clearing 
is a ring of luxuriant grass from 3 to 20 
feet wide. On tho soods of this grass tho 
insects subsist, planting it overy spring 
aud garnering the crop in tho autumn. 
Across tho rings which surround tho for- 
micaries run turnpikes a few inches wide, 
connecting farm with farm for many fur- 
longs. 
" 
" 
~~ 


In tho region described there is practi- 


cally no vegetation except tho grasses cul- 
tivated by those ants. 
The latter appear 


to keep down and exterminate all other 
plants, snob as cacti, gronsowood and mes- 
quito. 
Tho plants naturally prevailing in 


that part of tho country are entirely absent 
from tho most thickly settled farming dis- 
tricts. In short, these iuheets have devel- 
oped an art of agriculture peculiar to them- 
selves, have made conquest of tho land for 
their needs and have artiflcialized certain 
cereals as thoroughly as maize and barley 
have been artincializod by man. 


Tho agriculture of those ants seems to 


be far more extensive iu Sonora than in 
Texas, where their farming operations 
have boon exhaustively described by Henry 
C. McCook. 
On tho flat tablelands of the 


Lono Star State their farms aro plentifully 
scattered. Those, like those of Mexico, are 
mostly flat and circular clearings, from 
which communication is had by roads with 
the surrounding cultivated herbage. 
In 


tho center of each such clearing Is a hole 
which serves as a gateway, opening Into 
the subterranean formicary. 


At tho time of the harvest one or more 


of the roads leading to the formicary may 


with workers, marching to and fro in a 
double column, one going and one coming. 
The pathway is trodden hard by their 
feet. 
Those coining arc heavily laden, 


each carrying a seed. 
They do not gather 


tho seeds from the grass tops, but pick up 
those which have ripened and fallen. For 
these they search on tho ground In the for- 
est of grass stalks, feeling for them with 
their antenna). Having secured one the 
worker ant lifts it, adjusts the burden so 
as to be carried most easily and finds her 
way back to the road, along which sho 
trots homeward, 
finally 
disappearing 


through the gateway. 


Within tho gate is a vestibule, from 


which a passage way leads downward at a 
slant to the rooms beneath. Some of these 
rooms aro nurseries for the rearing of tho 
young of tho colony, while others are 
granaries in which the seeds arc stored. 
Usually the rooms are shaped somewhat 
like a horseshoe, tho walls and floors be- 
ing neatly aud smoothly finished with plas- 
ter, for which suitable earth is brought 
from above and made adhesive with the 
saliva of the insects. There is apt to bo 
one grand storeroom two Inches or so in 
height and three or four inf.hos long, the 
other apjirtinouts boing somewhat smaller. 
All of them aro formed with domes, 


The seeds, before being stored in the 


granaries, arc husked. All refuse, includ- 
ing husks and imperfect seeds, is carried 
out and thrown outbido the limits of the 
formicary. Nothing is permitted to re- 
main on the clearing. Anything that falls 
upon it is cut to pieces and taken away. 
If a luckless tumblobug rolls its ball into 
tho forbidden territory, it is driven away, 
or if it refuses to retreat is promptly killed. 
Tho workers possess very formidable stings, 
which are used with effect upon too in- 
quisitive human beings. Tho poison seems 
to be quite powerful, causing a good deal 
of inflammation and sometimes nausea. 
However, the insects are quite peaceful 
unless outrageously disturbed. 


After thoy have harvested their grain in 


the autumn they carefully cut away all of 
the dry stubble, so that their fields may be 
ready for planting in the spring. Respect- 
ing the methods of planting adopted by 
the insects, no reliable observations have 
been made up to date. " All of the labor of 
whatever description is performed by the 
workers, who are undeveloped females. 
The males do nothing, the solo purpose of 
thalr existence boing to perpetuate the 
species. The developed females are des- 
tined to become the mothers of future col- 
onies. 


The developed females and the males 


have wings, while the workers possess 
none. 
The workers constitute theflbulk 


of the population, being divided into two 
classes—workers major and workers mi- 
nor. The former are chiofly distinguished 
from the latter by tho fact that they have 
bigger heads. The males are bigger than 
the workers and smaller than the females. 
The average female is five-eighths of an 
Inch long. Tho color of the farmer ant is 
dark brown. The males and developed fe- 
males do not go out of doors at all, except 
lor exercise and suubaths.—Washington 
Cor. Philadelphia Times. 


Italy's harvest this year is satisfactory. 


Tho yield of silk cocoons is only an aver- 
age one, but as tho quality is excellent the 
value is $4.000,000 more than in 1894. 
Wheat, corn, oats and barley are all good 
In quality, with a yield above the average. 
The riceflelds aro promising, as the dis- 
ease called risono has been stamped out.
